Dean of St. Paul’s Cathedral, Detroit, Michigan 


Dean Weaver, a native of Day- 
ton, Ohio, and a graduate of the 
Episcopal Theological School in 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, be- 
came rector of Trinity Episcopal 
Church, Troy, Ohio in 1939, In 
1942 he joined the Army Chap- 
lains Corps, and after serving at 
Halloran General Hospital for 
one year was sent to Europe 
where he remained for three and 
one-half years. He was radio chaplain for "The American 
Forces Network," and appeared regularly on the Allied 
Expeditionary Forces program of the BBC. The Dean was 
one of two American Chaplains to Dr. Geoffrey Francis 
Fisher when he was enthroned as Archbishop of Canter- 
bury on April 19, 1945, and sometime later accompanied 
the Archbishop as his personal chaplain during a tour of 
the United States. Dean Weaver assumed his duties at the 
Cathedral Church of St. Paul, Detroit, Michigan on Octo- 
per 12, 1947. He married Miss Jean Sawyer of Glendale, 
Ohio. ' They have three children, Mardie, Liza, and Jeanie. 
He is a member of the Joint Commission on Ecumenical 
Relations.

THE Rev. JoHN ELLis LARGE, D.D. 
Church of the Heavenly Rest, New York 


Dr. Large was born in New York 
City. He received his B.A. de- 
gree from Trinity College, his 
M.A. from Columbia and his 
B.D. from Virginia Theological 
School. He received his Doctor's 
degree from Trinity College in 
1949, Dr. Large was Rector of 
Christ Church, Babylon, Long 
Island in 1935. He was Chaplain

mington, Del., from 1936 to 1940. From 1940 to 1950 he 
was Rector of St. Andrew's Church in Wilmington, and 
since then he has been the Rector of the Church of the 
Heavenly Rest, New York City.

Dean Moor needs no introduc- 
tion to Philadelphia Lenten con- 
gregations. From the Garrick 
Theater Services of the Brother- 
hood of St. Andrew to the pres- 
ent time he has a record of 
Lenten preaching of some twenty- 
five years in Phila. Born in 
Toledo, Ohio, Dean Moor 
schooled at Howe Military Acad- 
emy and Detroit University 
School. He received the B.L. degree from Kenyon College 
in 1916 and his M.A. in 1918. He was awarded his Doctor 
of Divinity from Bexley Hall Seminary in 1932. After his 
ordination in 1918 he became assistant at St. Paul’s Church, 
Cleveland, Ohio, and in 1919 he became Rector of Grace 
Church, Sandusky, Ohio, where he stayed until 1925. He 
had a notable ministry in Atlanta, Georgia from 1925 to 
1931 as Rector of St. Luke’s Church.
